Jim, 

Per our discussion, I am sending you a copy of the dedication application. It would seem that is the best procedure for 
these owners to voluntarily dedicate an easement of this land to the City for street purposes. With a street easement 
dedication, after the offer to dedicate is accepted by a resolution of acceptance, the owners would no longer have active 
control of those properties and no longer pay property taxes. Once all of this occurs, one should be able to construct 
sidewalk, landscaping or other streetscape in those areas. On the other hand, with a limited use easement such as a 
sidewalk or sewer easement, although improvements consistent with the purpose of the easement can be constructed 
therein, the easement area remains a part of the owners property there is no tax cancellation. 

I don't believe it would be in the City's best interests to acquire fee title to those properties, which would involve the 
Asset Management Division of the Department of General Services. As I stated in our conversation that would leave 
those strips of land with City ownership "in fee" between private property and Sepulveda Boulevard, which was most 
likely created by easement deed and for which the City does not have underlying fee ownership. 

My office is no longer involved in the dedication application process. According to the application, one should be able to 
apply at the appropriate district office of the Bureau of Engineering.

1. Submit one copy of a current title report , less than six months old. These are used to determine 
the exact legal description of the land involved and the fee owner. The title report must show the 
property vested in the person(s) who will be signing the dedication documents. No "Property 
Profiles " will be accepted. A copy of the partnership agreement or certificate is necessary for 
all LLC, Partnership or Corporations to verify the proper signatories. 

2. Include all dedications for easements in one package : i.e. Street, Sewer, Storm drain, Street 
Lighting, etc. 

3. Copy of building permit or clearance summary worksheet, DOT Case, Planning determination 
letter, or City Engineer Report to Planning, (DIR) or (CPC), or from Zoning (ZA), or other 
information obtained at district offices showing what is required. 


Notes: 

• Applications must be filled out completely. 

• All items listed above must be submitted (An incomplete application package submittal will delay the 
dedication process) 

• No faxed copies will be accepted as we need original signatures on all documents 

• Information regarding the location. Council District, etc., is available on the Internet at 
"cityofla.org". 

• The Survey Division or Land Development Group, are not the responsible office from which to 
Obtain R-3 Ordinance highway dedication clearance for a building permit. Contact the appropriate 
District Office or the Central District office located at 201 N. Figueroa Street, 3rd Floor, Los Angeles, 
CA 90012. 

• The dedication will be processed by the:

An investigation and report processing fee of $2,033.00 is required under Section 7.3 of the 
Administrative Code and Section 61.03 of the Municipal Code. This fee is non-refundable. 

Checks submitted shall be made payable to " The City of Los Anseles Bureau of Ensineerins ". 
Personalized checks only with a drivers license number will be accepted at the public counter of Land 
Development Group. A receipt will be attached to the acceptance form and returned to Survey Division 
before processing the request begins 

INVESTIGATION AND REPORT 

A. Voluntary Dedication of Easements Over Private Property 
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Referral letters are sent to the District Engineer and other City Departments depending on the type of 
easement being offered for dedication. Offers to dedicate streets, alleys, sidewalks, walkways and 
pedestrian malls require approval by the Department of City Planning pursuant to Section 556 of the City 
Charter. 

The Municipal Code allows the Planning Department 50 days to respond to our inquiry of their 
recommendations. The letter to Planning is not sent until the area to dedicate is determined. If possible, it 
is sent along with the other referral letters to expedite the project. 

A report is prepared for the City Council's consideration. The report contains all of the recommendations 
and conditions, which must be completed prior to the easement deeds being prepared and recorded by the 
Real Estate Group. 

The petitioner is notified by the City Clerk's Office of the time and place of the Public Works Committee 
or City Council meeting on the matter. If there is no objection to the Conditions in the report, it is treated 
as a routine matter and is referred to the whole Council for the adoption of the City Engineer's report 
under the "Accelerated Review Process". 

After the Council adopts the City Engineer's report, it is sent to the Real Estate Group of the Bureau of 
Engineering for the processing and recordation of documents, Once the documents are returned to the 
Real Estate Group, a clearance letter to the Bureau of Engineering District Office or Department of 
Transportation will be issued. 

B. Dedications for City Planning (APC, CPC, DIR) and Zoning Administrator (ZA) Cases 

If improvements are required, contact the appropriate District Office for B Permit and Improvement Bond 
Processing. The District Office must clear the improvement requirements by letter to the Land 
Development Group before a clearance letter can be issued to the Planning Department. 

If in the conditions of approval for the zone change or Zoning Administrator case, approved driveway 
plans, plot, etc. are required to be attached to the file, such approved plans must be submitted either to the 
Land Development Group or to the Planning 
Department prior to issuance of a clearance letter. 

The legal description for any dedication required by the subject action is prepared by the Survey Division 
and is then sent to the Real Estate Group for preparation of easement deeds, consents, etc. Once the 
documents are returned, to the Real Estate Group and the District Office has cleared the improvement 
requirements, a clearance letter to the Planning Department will be issued. You may hand carry the 
clearance letter to Planning; otherwise, it will be delivered by City mail. 

DOCUMENT PROCESSING 


The dedication is not complete until the documents are recorded. The Real Estate Group, unless otherwise 
instructed, will send the necessary documents by mail to the address on the checks for execution. If you 
wish to save mailing time, the Real Estate Group will contact you by phone so that you may pick up the 
documents in person at its office. All conditions listed in the City Engineer's report must be cleared 
through the Survey Division prior to the recordation of documents. 

To expedite some dedications an "Irrevocable Offer to Dedicate" instrument will be prepared. However, 
no clearances will be issued for a required dedication until the document obtaining the dedication is 
signed and returned to the Real Estate Group for recordation.
